Allied Ministers

B ER LIN 'A P) - The West s 
campaign plan for the newest bat­ 
tle of Berlin may emerge from a 
Paris meeting in mid-December, 
Diplomatic sources said Mon­ 
day foreign ministers of the Unit­ 
ed States, Britain, France and 
West Germany will confer to co­ 
ordinate policy in combatting the 
Soviet demand for neutralization 
of West Berlin. 
The date was not set. But the 
expectation was that Secretary of 
State Dulles and his three col- 
leagues will get together in the 
French capital either before or 
during the 15-nation North Atlan­ 
tic Pact Council meeting opening 
there Dec. 16. 
The Western Big Three and 
West Germany probably will pro­ 
pose to meet the Soviets two or 
three months later in a summit or 
foreign ministers conference on 
the whole German problem.

McKeldin Orders Police 
Heed To Probe Charges 


BALTIMORE ‘AP* - Gov. Mc­ 
Keldin Monday ordered the State 
Police superintendent to investi­ 
gate charges made against hts de­ 
partment by the Criminal Justice 
Commission 
But the governor, 
who had balked before at launch­ 
ing a full-dress probe of his own. 
declined to do so again and chided 
the commission for vagueness. 
"Surely, you do not expect me 
to rush into a full dress investiga­ 
tion on the strength of that which 
you have placed before me," Mc­ 
Keldin said in a letter to Gordon 
M. Allen, president of the com­ 
mission. a non • governmental. 
Community - Chest - supported 
agency. 
The watchdog group of promi­ 
nent citizens had submitted a full 
report to McKeldin of its investi­ 
gation last summer of State Po­ 
lice handling of three traffic war­ 
rants which went unserved for 14 
months. 
The commission first brought 
the warrants to public attention. 
A State Police Board of Inquiry, 


composed of three c a p t a i n s , 
looked into the matter and on® 
warrant charging Baltimore con­ 
tractor Sidney Sappington with 
disorderly conduct eventually was 
served Two others charging reck­ 
less driving and drunken driving 
were dropped 
The State Police board com­ 
mended May William H Weber, 
executive otficer of the force, for 
using prudent judgment in hold­ 
ing up service of the warrants for 
14 months.

Pauley agreed to develop a IO 
member steering committee to 
work out details of the program 
The first meeting will be held lat­ 
er this month, probably within 
two weeks. State Chairman Hu 
lett C. Smith will join in part of 
the discussions. 
The major legislation will deal 
with schools and roads. 
Smith said he hoped legislation 
could be drawn up whereby each 
county would be guaranteed 180 
days of instruction annually and 
to months’ salary would be pro­ 
vided for school teachers, instead 
af the current nine 
.Specific Road Budgets 
Smith said some thought would 
also be given 
to encouraging 
counties to use new tax levying 
powers extended through a con 
stitutiona! 
amendment 
ratified 
last Nov. 4, 
He said the road program prob­ 
ably would he developed so as to 
call for specific budget.* for pri 
mary and secondary road con­ 
struction and maintenance an d 
equipment with a clause prevent mg 
the transfer of funds from one ac­ 
count to another. 
Pauley said it was impossible 
for all of the problems of the 
state to be solved in a 80-day ses­ 
sion. 
“ but 
we can take long 
strides in this direction and de 
velop long range programs.” 
Pauley said he had favored in 
creasing lobless and compensa­ 
tion benefits in pa>t sessions and 
“ I see no reason to change that 
position now.” 
Bean said the Senate leadership 
favored legislation to brighten the 
state's employment pictures and 
also a study of the State Police.

Monday Morning, December 2, 1958 
j Better Health Chart 
For U.S. Economy 


A more accurate formula for charting eco­ 
nomic currents may be coming into official use 
now that the dust raised by the recession is 
settling. 
Attention currently is centered upon a 
method of computation used by the Committee 
for Economic Development, a private group 
whose studies have some acceptance. It is ad­ 
mitted that the U. S. Bureau of the Census for­ 
mula that was employed through the recent 
economic downswing gave a distorted picture. 
The committee’s computations show that un­ 
employment never was as bad as the official 
figures of the bureau had it. though the degree 
of difference was not great. The committee also 
recorded the unemployment peak four months 
earlier than the federal agency did and found 
that the decline since was greater. It found that 
the improvement in 1958 had matched the 1949- 
50 recovery rate and had been faster than that 
of 1954-55. 
Both organizations found that unemploy­ 
ment reached a peak in April at 7.5 per cent. A 
period of decline followed. 
But the committee 
did not chart the later and higher peak which 
the Census Bureau placed at 76 per cent in 
August. By October the committee calculated 
that the rate had fallen to 6.4 per cent; the bu­ 
reau showed a level of 7.1 per cent. 
These variations can be traced to differences 
in applying seasonal adjustments to compensate 
for the misleading bulge caused by spring and 
summer^ increases in employment on farms and 
in the construction field—and similar distortions 
in the fall when students go back to high school 
and college. 
It is important that federal agencies, in their 
efforts to make the official studies of the ec­ 
onomy as accurate as possible, are open to sug­ 
gestion. 
Changes should be made when their 
value has been demonstrated.

The Republican Party 


The problem which faces the Republican Party is 
not unity but what to unite about. 
In a word the 
party has to stand tor something specific, understand­ 
able and sufficiently noble to move men and women to 
sacrifice their time and energy in what appears to them 
a great cause. 
If politics only means getting jobs, one 
^ party is as good as another, depending upon the 
P locality. 
The last election does not help one reach any con­ 
clusions about the Republican Party. Those who were 
defeated belonged to all points of view. Charles Potter 
of Michigan, an opportunist with modernist tendencies. 
was defeated as was John VV. Bricker, a conservative 
with idealistic overtones. 
George VV. Malone, a con­ 
servative. was defeated and Edward J. Thye, a liberal, 
was also defeated 


On the other hand. Barry Coldwater. the moat 


raasistent and philnanphtral conservative In the 
Senate was re-elected, a* wa* William Lanier, who 
tend* to be sorialistir. 


There is no telling from any of this what the Re­ 
publican voter believes or wants. 
There i* no telling 
whether ther« actually is a Republican Party in terms 
of ideas. This weakness of the party neither President 
Eisenhower nor Vice President Nixon has met in a 
convincing manner as the votes in the last election 
proved. On the other hand. William Knowland in Cali­ 
fornia, John W. Bricker of Ohio and Barry Coldwater 
of Arizona stood on practically the same platform. 
Knowland and Bricker were defeated; Coldwater was 
elected 
While it is impossible to estimate the votes 
of the American people on the basis of ideas alone, it 
is possible to say that no such compulsive issue was 
raised as Cheap Money versus the Gold Standard, 
High versus Low Tariffs, or Prohibition to stir the 
people to excitement. Even in New York State, where 
the Republicans won an outstanding victory, the cam­ 
paign was personal, like a bathing beauty contest, and 
had nothing to do with the principles before the Amer­ 
ican people. 
The last theoretician of the Republican Party was 
Senator Robert A. Taft and the last attempt of the Re­ 
publicans to discover what they meant was the Mack­ 
inac Conference '1943'. Unfortunately, too little came 
of this and the party continued to split into factions 
which became smaller and smaller. 
The last great 
rallying past was over Senator Joe McCarthy. 
The 
McCarthyite* were large in numbers and most of them 
have not voted Republican since he was practically 
read out of the party. 
The Senator who did most to 
defeat McCarthy was Arthur V. Watkins of Utah who 
was himself defeated in the last election. 
These straws of sentiment and thought do not prove 
a point. 
In fact, nothing was established in the last 
election which can be used to indicate what the Repub­ 
lican Party will stand for 
in 1960. 
The Republicans, 
for instance, have to decide whether they will be the 
Conservative Party of the United States or whether 
they should attempt to run a race with the radical 
branch of the Democratic Party or try to coalesce 
with what is left of the Southern Conservative Demo­ 
crats. 


It is now well-established as the m in o rity party, 


which ran elect a President on personality but 
which has only gained control of Congress twice 
since the election of 1932. 
The 80th Congress will 


long be remembered as aa effective body, but Pres­ 
ident Truman advertised it as the "do-nothing Con­ 
gress," which was neither true nor sensible. How­ 
ever, since the 80th Congress, the Democrats have 
prevailed. They have prevailed during most of the 


^ 
Eisenhower regime. 


Eisenhower’s attempt to introduce something called 
Modern Republicanism has ended in a fiasco every­ 
where except in New York where it may be represent­ 
ed by Nelson Rockefeller, whose precise political ori­ 
entation requires considerable clarification 
Modern 
Republicanism has no particular meaning or character; 
it cannot be defined in understandable terms: it cannot 
lie differentiated from the kind of Democratic Party 
that Senator Lyndon Johnson represents. 
Therefore. 
Republicans generally do not understand it and do not 
vote for it. 
It is not likely that the Republicans will have, in 
1960, such a personality as President Eisenhower to be 
their candidate. They will have to mean something in 
that year. They will need a philosophy of action. They 
will need a purpose. 
They will need a rallying cry. 
Without them, they will have no appeal to those who 
do not choose to vote for the Democrats.

A Plea For Morality In International Politics 


WASHINGTON - Morality is 
hack in the news — the morality 
of nations and the importance of 
maintaining moral principles in 
the conduct of the foreign policy 
of the United States Secretary of 
State Dulles 
gave 
morality 
a 
headline the other day when he 
.spoke at Cleveland 
before 
the 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ at a meeting described as 
a ‘‘world order 
study 
confer­ 
ence." 


Mr. Dulles is himself a promi­ 
nent 
Christian 
layman 
whose 
basic fidelity to moral principles 
in world affairs has at times 
brought down on his head the 
criticism of those intellectuals of 
today who rationalize expediency 
as practical. By this is meant, of 
course, that the end justifies the 
means 


Mr. Dulles rather wistfully la­ 
mented the decline of morals in 
international society. He said: 


"Today when despotism again 
rides high, our society is closely 
observed. Many find us lacking. 
"In terms of faith, we seem 
unable to articulate a basic phil­ 
osophy for our times which car­ 
ries deep conviction and strong 
appeal. 
"In terms of works, we seem 
to he treating freedom as an op­ 
portunity for moral license and 
our productive power often seems 
to be dedicated to frivolities rath­ 
er than fulfilling vital human 
needs 
"In some respects, w e seem to 
he as materialistic as the Com­ 
munists. hut without their sup­ 
porting 
philosophy 
and 
effi­ 
ciency. 
"Surely, when we concern our­ 
selves with ‘change,’ we must not 
ignore the need to change our­ 
selves." 
The word “ we." as used here 
by Secretary Dulles, includes the 
many political leaders in Western 
countries and particularly those 
spokesmen of 
modernism 
who 
want peace at 
any price and 
therefore do not wish to articulate 
or accept any moral philosophy 
in international relations.

monopoly.

This monopoly can and will 
shut down a part or a whole 
indust ry. 
The favorite tactic is to pick 
off one company at a time in an 
industry, and thus force a more 
liberal settlement than might he 
obtained if the strike were gen 
eral 
This settlement then sets the 
pattern for the industry, and in 
the case of the big unions, it will 
set the pattern for other indus­ 
tries 
Walter Reuther cannot sit 
by while his union political rival 
—David MacDonald—of the steel 
workers gets a better deal, and 
vice versa 
Company 
managements, 
par­ 
ticularly where they have little 
or no stake other than their pen 
sions in the company, will go 
along with unsound, inflationary 
wage contracts.

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^Better Health Chart 
For U.S. Economy 


A more accurate formula for charting eco­ 
nomic currents may be coming into official use 
now that the dust raised by the recession is 
settling. 
Attention currently is centered upon 
a 
method of computation used by the Committee 
for Economic Development, a private 
group 
whose studies have some acceptance, it is ad­ 
mitted that the U. S. Bureau of the Census for­ 
mula that was employed through the recent 
economic downswing gave a distorted picture. 
The committee’s computations show that un­ 
employment never was as bad as the official 
figures of the bureau had it, though the degree 
of difference was not great. The committee also 
recorded the unemployment peak four months 
earlier than the federal agency did and found 
that the decline since was greater. It found that 
the improvement in 1958 had matched the 1949- 
50 recovery rale and had been faster than that 
of 1954-55. 
, 
Both organizations found that unemploy­ 
ment reached a peak in April at 7.5 per c e nt A 
period of decline followed. 
But the committee 
did not chart the later and higher peak which 
the Census Bureau placed at 7.6 per cent in 
August. By October the committee calculated 
that the rate had fallen to 6.4 per cent; the bu­ 
reau showed a level of 7,1 per cent. 
These variations can be traced to differences 
in applying seasonal adjustments to compensate 
for the misleading bulge caused by spring and 
summer^ increases in employment on farms and 
in the construction field— and similar distortions 
in the fall when students go back to high school 
and college. 
, 
. . . 
It is important that federal agencies, in their 
efforts to make the official studies of the ec­ 
onomy as accurate as po.ssible. are open to sug­ 
gestion. 
Changes should be made when their 
value has been demonstrated.

A Plea For Morality In International Politics 


There is no telling from any of thus what the Re­ 
publican voter believes or wanls. 
There is no telling 
whether there actually is a Republican Party in term s 
of ideas. Thus weakness of the party neither President 
Eisenhower nor Vice President Nixon has met in a 
convincing manner as the votes in the last election 
proved. On the other hand, William Knowland in Cali­ 
fornia, John W. Bricker of Ohio and Barry Goldwater 
of Arizona stood on practically the same platform. 
Knowland and Bricker were defeated; Goldwater wa.s 
elected. 
While it is impossible to estimate the votes 
of the American people on the basis of ideas alone, it 
us possible to .say that no such compulsive issue wa.s 
raised as Cheap Money versus the Gold Standard, 
High vensus I.ow Tariffs, or Prohibition to stir the 
people to excitement. Even in New York Stale, where 
the Republican.s won an outstanding victory, the cam ­ 
paign was per.sonal. like a bathing beauty contest, and 
had nothing to do with the principles before the Amer­ 
ican people. 
The la.st theoretician of the Republican Party was 
Senator Robert A. Taft and the last attempt of the Re­ 
publicans to discover what they meant was the Mack­ 
inac Conference (1943). Unfortunately, too little came 
of this and the party continued to split into factions 
which became smaller and smaller. 
The la.st great 
rallying po.st was over Senator Joe McCarthy. 
The 
McCarthyites were large in numbers and most of them 
have not voted Republican since he was practically 
read out of the party. 
The Senator who did most to 
defeat McCarthy was Arthur V. Watkins of Utah who 
was himself defeated in the last election. 
These straws of sentiment and thought d() not prove 
a point. 
In fact, nothing was established in the last 
election which can be used to indicate what the Repub­ 
lican Party will stand for 
in 1%0, 
The Republicans, 
for instance, have to decide whether they will be the 
Conservative Party of the United States or whether 
they should attempt to run a race with the radical 
branch of the Democratic Party or try to coalesce 
with what is left of the Southern Conservative Demo­ 
crats. 
It is now well-established as the minority party, 
which can elect a President on person.ality but 
which has only gained control of Congress twire 
since the election of 1932. 
The 80th Congress will 
long be remembered as an effective body, but Pres­ 
ident Truman advertised It as the "do-nothing Con­ 
gress," which was neither true nor sensible. How­ 
ever, since the 80th Congress, the Democrats have 
prevailed. They have prevailed during most of the 
Eisenhower regime. 


Eisenhower’s attempt to introduce something called 
Modern Republicanism has ended in a fiasco every­ 
where except in New York where it may be represent­ 
ed by Nelson Rockefeller, whose precise political ori­ 
entation requires considerable clarification. 
Modern 
Republicanism has no particular meaning or character; 
it cannot be defined in understandable terms; it cannot 
he differentiated from the kind of Democratic Party 
that Senator Lyndon Johnson represents. 
Therelore. 
Republicans generally do not understand it and do not 
vote for it. 
It is not likely that the Republicans will have, in 
1960, such a personality as President Eisenhower to be 
their candidate. They will have to mean something in 
that year. They will need a philosophy of action. They 
will need a purpose. 
They will need a rallying cry. 
Without them, they will have no appeal to those who 
do not choose to vote for the Democrats.

WASHINGTON — Morality is 
back in the new.s — the morality 
of nations and the importance of 
maintaining moral principles in 
the conduct of the foreign policy 
of the I ’nited States. Secretary of 
State Dulles 
gave 
morality 
a 
headline the other day when he 
spoke at Cleveland 
before 
the 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ at a meeting described as 
a "world order 
study 
confer­ 
ence.” 
Mr. Dulles is himself a promi­ 
nent 
Christian 
layman 
whose 
basic fidelity to moral principles 
in world affair.s has at times 
brought down on his head the 
criticism of those intellectuals of 
today who rationalize expediency 
as practical. By this is meant, of 
course, that the end justifies the 
means. 
Mr. Dulles rather wistfully la­ 
mented the dec’line of morals in 
international society. He said; 
"Today when despotism again 
rides high, our society is closely 
observed. Many find us lacking. 
"In terms of faith, we seem 
unable to articulate a basic phil- 
losophy for our times which car­ 
ries deep conviction and strong 
appeal. 
"In term s of works, we seem 
to be treating freedom as an op­ 
portunity for moral license and 
our productive power often seems 
to be dedicated to frivolities rath­ 
er than fulfilling vital 
human 
needs. 
"In some re.spects, we seem to 
he a.s materialistic as the Com­ 
munists. but without their sup­ 
porting 
philosophy 
and 
effi­ 
ciency. 
"Surely, when we concern our­ 
selves with ‘change,’ we must not 
ignore the need to change our­ 
selves.” 
The word "we.” as used here 
by Secretary Dulles, includes the 
many political leaders in Western 
countries and particularly those 
spokesmen of 
modernism 
who 
want peace at any price and 
therefore do not wish to articulate 
or accept any moral philosophy 
in international relations. They 
are willing to make any conces-

sion to the Communists — if it 
will only eliminate the annoying 
intrusions of armament expcn.se 
into 
their 
otherwise 
protitahle 
and pleasurable existence. The 
Communists are betting on this 
abandonment of moral principle. 
Even the very meeting which 
Mr. Dulles addressed found some 
of 
the 
Protestant 
clergymen 
ready to take unto their bosoms 
the murderers in Red China and 
ready to forget 
the 
sms 
and 
crimes committed by the Com­ 
munists in Korea. 
How can there he morality in 
the world if aggre.ssors are to lie 
rewarded — as Vice President 
Nixon asked a London audience 
this week — and how can there 
be 
.security 
if 
the 
aggressor 
knows that there will be no re­ 
sistance to his acts as he con­ 
tinues to reach out into small­ 
er countries and one by one con­ 
quers them by subversion’ 
There is no need to accu.se Mr. 
Dulles or the President of sur­ 
rounding their policies with an at­ 
mosphere of high morality or 


self-rightemi.sness. These two ded­ 
icated men would in all humble­ 
ness be the first to concede their 
mi.stake.s as they have tried to 
steer the ship of state through 
the waler.s made rough and olleii 
impassable 
hy 
C o m m u n i .s t 
.schemes and pints. 
But the President and the Sec­ 
retary of State have tried to hold 
aloft the banner of decency and 
morality 
in 
the 
relations 
of 
states. The 
American 
repuhlie 
has not sought a square foot of 
any other country'.s territory nor 
robbed any nation of its .sover­ 
eignty. 
Mr 
Dulles rightly de­ 
plores the philosophy of those who 
believe in "jiower polities” and 
in the counsel of those exponents 
of a foreign policy shitty in char­ 
acter that would yield to exped­ 
iency. He said; 
"Our 
collective 
security 
ef­ 
forts would surely collapse if our 
free world associates fell they 
were tied to policies which shift­ 
ed under the dictalcv of pa'^sing 
considerations as to what was ex­ 
pedient from the staniipuinl of
